‘No,’ and the next night he came and threatened to shoot 
me if I did not make one for him." The Lord Mayor 
committed the three prisoners for trial. 


Killed in a Belfry.—A man named Thomas Rose nas 
met with his death under extraordinary circumstances, It 
was his duty to clean-and oil the bells in the Stoke-on- 
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Trent parish church. Acoompanied by his two children, he 
went to thechureh to prepare the bells for Sunday's ring- 
ing. He ascended the belfry, leaving the children below. 
The latter, becoming alarmed at their father’s long absence, 
fetched the sexton, who discovered Rose dead in the 
belfry. The unfortunate man was pinned between one of 
the bells and an iron girder, with his chest crushed in. 


Night in the Rigging.—After having spent all 
night in the rigging, the crew-of four of the schooner 
Volunteer were rescued by the Broadstairs lifehost. The 
Volunteer, laden with slates, was on a voyage from Dunkirk 
to Sligo, and in the storm on Wednesday night stranded 
upon the Goodwin Sands off Broadstairs, The men burnt 
flares to attract the attention of those on shore, but the 
huge waves which swept over the decks forcel them 
into the rigging. In the darkness the Ramsgate and 
Broadstairs lifeboats, which went out in response to 
the signals, failed to find the ship, and returned to 
shore. For eight hours the four men remained clinging to 
the rigging. The weather was bitterly cold, and the sex 
was constantly washing over them. When day dawnel 
the Broadstairs lifeboat agnin put out to sea and rescued 
the men, who were half dead*from cold and exposure. 
One of the sailors stated that the lifeboats once pues 
the schooner quite close during their first-seareh, but he 
and the others were too much exhaust d to be able to 
attract their attention.

On Phloxes. 
T ss is no doubt that the phlox is the kardiest 


of all flowers. No winter, no matter how severe, 
will kill it, and if planted in deep, rich soil splendid 
results are obtained for several years without further 
trouble. Grown in pots, phloxes make admirable 
subjects for conservatory decoration, but, instead of divid- 
ing up old roots, it is always much better to propagate a 
new stock from cuttings, which root readily in spring in a 
shaded cold-frime.
